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One  of  the  commonest  frustrations  in  American  life  is  our  inability  to  "talk  back"  to 
the  radio.  If  once  in  a  while  we  could  make  the  thing  run  backwards,  registering  our 
pained  protest  in  the  studios,  it  wouldn't  be  so  bad.  But  we  can  only  turn  it  off,  and  we 
know  the  annoyance  nevertheless  remains.  Should  we  write  the  confounded  station  a 
piece  of  our  mind,  we  come  to  rest  in  the  files  under  "M"  for  Miscellaneous.  And  even 
when  we  turn  up  as  a  statistic  in  a  popularity  rating,  our  protest  for  some  reason  never 
emerges.  The  broadcaster  will  point  to  the  popularity  rating  to  prove  we're  getting  what 
we  want.  By  the  time  this  point  is  proved  to  the  sponsor's  satisfaction,  the  question  of 
who  should  do  something  about  radio  programming  is  back  in  our  lap  beside  the  loud- 
speaker. It's  an  unequal  match. 

But  there  is  one  way  this  familiar  circle  of  frustration  can  be  entered  and  broken. 
It  consists  in  someone  deciding  that  there  are  good  things  which  should  be  broadcast 
for  their  own  sake.  Not  for  the  sake  of  a  sponsor  or  a  hit-parade  personality,  but  simply 
because  they  are  valuable  in  themselves.  KPFA  got  started  that  way.  The  KPFA  staff 
has  been  making  decisions  like  that  for  four  years  and  more. 

The  mere  appearance  of  such  a  decision  anywhere  in  the  radio  world  is  bound  to 
relieve  frustration  temporarily.  Such  radio  will  naturally  be  exciting  and  refreshing— 
for  a  while.  The  listener  knows  at  once,  whether  or  not  he  likes  a  particular  program, 
that  at  least  he  is  not  being  taken  for  a  statistical  sucker.  He  knows  that  if  he  writes 
such  a  station,  his  comment  will  be  valued  for  itself,  not  for  what  it  means  on  a  sales 
chart.  And  after  all,  there  is  something  vaguely  thrilling  in  the  very  notion  that  "values" 
are  still  alive  and  wiggling  somewhere. 

But  ideas  become  sterile  and  values  harden.  The  vitality  of  KPFA's  programs  will 
depend  more  and  more  on  suggestion,  criticism  and  evaluation  from  the  listener 
"talking  back."  It's  important  that  the  staff  broadcast  only  what  they  think  is  good. 
But  the  station's  listeners  must  amplify  and  enrich  the  idea  of  what  is  good.  What  is 
needed,  in  short,  is  that  "talking  back"  should  become  an  art.
